The Reafon of requiring any Qualificaticn, with 
regard to Property, in Voters, is to exclude fuch 
Perfons as are in io mean a Situation that they are 
efteeroed to have no Will of their own. If thcfc 
Perfons had Votes, they would be tempted to dif- 
pofe of them, under fome undue Influence or other. 
This would give a great, an artful, or a wcjlthy 
Man, a larger Share in Eleftion than isconfiftent 
with general Liberty. If it were probable that 
every Man would give his Vote freely, and witlv- 
out Influence of any Kind, then, upon the true 
Theory and genuine Principles of Liberty, every 
Member of the Community, however poor, (hould 
have a.Vot^ in elefting thofe Delegates, to whofe 
Charge .is- committed the Difpolal of his Property, 
and hrs Life. iSut, fince that can hardly be exped^- 
cd in Perfons of indigent Fortunes, or fuch as are 
under the immediate Dominion of others, all po* 
pular Eftates have been obliged to eftablifh certain 
Qualifications; whereby, ftjme, who^^rcTufpefted 
to have no Will of their owni' are exclud^/ from 
voting, in order to fet other Individualsj^^viJ^o^ 
Wills mty be fuppofed independeni;^ inorc tho- 
roughly upon a Level with each other^ . 

And this Conftitution of Suffrages is framed upon 
a wifer Principle than either of the Methods of vot- 
ing, by Centuries^ or by Tribes, among the Romanu .

Hence the Laws 
paffed by the former Method had ufually too great 
a Tendency to aggrandize the Patricians or rich 
Nobles; and thofe by the latter had too much of a 
levelling Principle. Our Conftitution fteers be^ 
twcen the two Extremes. Only fuch are en- 
tirely excluded, as can have no Will of their own ; 
there is hardly a free Agent to be fbutid, but what 
is entitled to a Vote in fome Place or other in the' 
Kingdom. Nor is comparative Wealth, or Pro- 
perty intirely difregarded in EledUons; for though^ 
the richcft Man hath only one Vote at one Plaee^ 
yet if his Property be at all diflfufed^ he has proba- 
bly a Right to vote at more Places than one, and 
therefore has many Repreifcntatiyes. This is the- 
Spirit of our Conftitution : jiot, that«I aflert ic is in 
fad quite fo perfeft as I have here endeavoured to 
defcrtbc it; for, if any Alteration might be wi(hed 
orfiiggefted in the prefent Frame of Parliaments,* 
it Ihould be in Favour of a more complete * Repiie- 
ientation of the People.

The Eleftors * of Citizens and Burgefles arc 
fuppofcd to be the mercantile Parr, or trading In- 
tercft of this Kingdom. But as Trade is of a fluc- 
tuating Nature, and feldom long Bxed in a Place, 
it was formerly left to the Crown to fummon, 
fro Re nata^ the moft flourifbing Towns to fend 
Kcprefentatives ;o Parliament. So that as Towns 
cncreafed in Trade, and grew populous, they 
were admitted to a Share in the Legiflaturc. But . 
the Misfortune is, that the deferted Boroughs con-* 
tinued to be fummoned, as well as thofe to whom 
their Trade and Inhabitants were transferred \ ex- 
cept a few which petitioned to be eafed of the 
Expence, then ufual, of maintaining their Mem- 
bers : Four Shillings a Day being allowed for a 
Knight of the Shire, and Two Shillings for a Citi- 
zen or Burgeis j which was the Race of Wages 
eftabliftied in the Reign oi Edward III. Hence the 
l^embers for Boroughs now bear above a qua-^ 
druple Proportign to thofe for Counties \ and the 
Number of Parliament Men is increafcd fince For^ 
tefcue*s Time, in the Reign of Henry the Sixth, .

In the Debates of the Houfe of Commons on 
thefe Statutes, in the Year 1620, it was argued 
that though they did diredt the Sheriff, that fuch 
one be chofen as was refident, yet did they not 
make void the Eledlion made duly otherwife ; that 
the Intent and Meaning of the Law concerning 
Refidency was, that the Party eledbed fhould have 
Freehold; that there was no negative Word 
in the Statute to make void an Eledion of one 
who was not refident. 

Sir Edward Coke faid, there were Matters of Di- 
reftion and Conclufion in the Statutes, that Non* 
refidency was but a Matter of Dire£tion. 

That there was in 6 Hen. 4. a Parliament called 
Parliamenium indoHorum^ wherein there were no 
Burgeffes, but fuch as lived in the Towns, and no 
Knights of Shires, but fuch as lived in the G)un- 
ties, and amongft them neither Lawyer nor learned 
Men. 

That if either Burgefs or Knight of the County 
be non-refident, he could recover no Charges or 
Wages of the Borough or County for which he 
ferved, as otherwife by Law he might. Debates 
of the Commons \ Oxf edit. lySi.p. 63.

WhiitLcbdp, \oo. foL 360 Two Thing* are objeded, prin- 
cipally, againft the Eledion of a Sheriff to be a Knight of the 
Shire; i. The Ordinance 46 Ed-w^ 3. 2. TbcAV/vayii/ in the 
Writ. For the Ordinance, it was objeded to be a binding 
Law ; as the Coorfe was, in ihofe Times ; and, agreeable to 
the Laws of England, by which the Sheriff is a Confervator of 
the Peace ; and by whom many things are to be done, which 
cannot be done by Deputy. And the OfHce of a Sheriff, and 
of a Knight of the Shire, together are incompatible. For t 
Sheriff ought to reiide in his County, whereof he hath the Cof- 
tody, and ought to be conftantly prefent to conferve the Peace 
of it, and to refift and fupprefs any Invafion, or Iofurr;6Uon ;

Therefore the Ordinances, forbidding his Eledlion, is according 
to Law. That Sir Edward Coh bimfelf made Ordioancea 
equal with AAs of Parliament ; and that it is a Qaeftion, whe* 
ther all Ads were not (oy at that Time ? To this it was an- 
fweredy that clearly there was a Difference between an Ordi'- 
nance, and an A6t of Parliament ; and this Difference appears, 
in that an Oidinance was enaded, from thenceforth, to be 
an Ad of Parliament. If this Ordinance had the Force of 
a Law* it was to no Purpofe to have any of the Commona 
in Parliament ; for this Ordinance being made without them, 
as appears by the Roll, if it. were nevertheleis a binding 
Law, there would be no Ufe of the Commons in Parliament, 
About the Time of this Ordinance, which, if it had been s 
binding Law, how came it to pafs that Lawyers, as well 
as Sheriffs, have not been ever fmce excluded the Parliament 1 
and comprehrnded, as well ai Sheriff", in the NoUmus f which 
they have not been, nor the Sheriffs thamf elves, in fotne times. 
Bnt thia point was left as a clear Truth : That neither this nor 
any other Ordinance, is the fame Thing with an Ad of Parlia-> 
ment, or hath the fame Force of Law in it. As to the Sheriff^a 
reiiding in his County, the King doth ufually difpenfe there- 
with : And the Eledion of him, to be a Knight of the Shire, 
takes him off firom that Refidence ; and, by the old Law, tiea 
him to an Attendance upon the Parliament.

cxprefled themfelves otFcnded at fuch a Declaration, 
and faid, that they were afraid of Confequences, for 
the Society was only a Heap of Bribery, and with- 
drew from the Society ; that one of thofe who 
withdrew, going about two Months ago to a 
Meeting of the Society, was treated with harfh 
ExprefTions, and told he came amongft them as a 
Spy ; that, however the Society continued to 
meet -, that their Meetings were frequent near the
